The communique says that primarily the function of the 
stern is to give first aid and to assist the specialist in 
ases of emergency, it also stresses the point that it is 
imperative that there should always be contact between 
the patient and the house doctor. But let us assume that 
someone becomes ill or gets in an accident and arrives 
at the hospital in an unconscious state, how will that 
person be able to contact his or her house doctor, or 
even to explain who is the house doctor? 
The government communique concluded that in Euro- 
pean countries, such as Holland, there: i is a moder 
medicare system which does not include the service of 
interns or assistant doctors, due to the fact that the re- 
lationship between patient and house doctor is ideal. 
We are not in a position to argue the medicare sys- 
tem nor the communication between patient and doc- 
tor in Holland, but by experience we know that in 
Aruba, more often than not, contact between patient 
and house doctor is sometimes difficiult if not impossi- 
ble.

As a matter of fact, 
in four Windward islands 
and St. Kitts-Nevis, the 
unemployment rate jump- 
ed from about 10 percent 
of the labour force in 
1970, to about 20 per- 
cent in 1980, despite a 
massive out migration. 
This brings us to remit- 
tances from emigrants and 
the gifts they send at 
Chirstmas or take to the 
Caribbean when they visit. 
Although ‘remittances are 
an important source of 
foreign currency for some 
countries, a question mark 
hangs over the ability to 
generate jobs for people 
left at home. Indeed, there 
is hardly any evidence to 
indicate that they do crea- 
te employment. 
Furthermore, the flow of 
such remittances declines 
as emigrants establich their 
own families, which chan- 
ges their priorities from 
helping relatives back in 
the Caribbean to meeting 
their commitments in their 
new homes. 

Finally, the social impact 
of emigration on a region 
already described as an 


“uprooted society’, the 
legacy of our colonial ex- 


perience, when combined | 


with the recent invasion of 
North American television 
through satelite dishes, is 
encouraging Caribbean 
people to imitate the 
values of foreign societies. 
While the region should 
be fostering the develop- 


ment of its own cultural 


institutions; for instance it 
is experiencing the back- 
lash of tatent imitation 
and alienation. 

The upshot could be a si- 
tuation in which few peo- 
ple make a commitment to 
its groth and fewer still 
would be around to face 
its challenges. That is a 
sure way for perpetuat- 
ing the dependency en- 
couraged by perpetuating 
the dependency encourag- 
ed by colonialism and of 
increasing alienation. It 
goes without saying that 
changing current trends 
and attitudes will not be 
an easy task. It certainly 
will not be achieved over- 
night. 

Still, the Caribbean can- 
not remain a place rear- 
ing mainly manpower for 
the US, Canada or France. 
We certainly cannot con- 
tinue to pay for the edu- 
cation of many of our 
own who give little to the 
region but who contribute, 
instead, so much to the 
economic prosperity of 


the wealtheir nations. 

In our long drive towards 
social development and 
self-sustaining economic 
growth, achievements that

It’s O.K. to criticize, pro- 
vided you do it the right 
way, says a top psychia- 
trist. 

“The ‘reason criticism so 
often results in hard feel- 
ings is that most people 
are poor criticers,” Dr.

3. Keep it. private — 
don’t criticize someone in 
front of others. “That 
even holds true for family 
situations,” Dr. Torem 
said. 

“If you are a parent, 
don’t criticize one child in 
front of -another, don’t 
criticize your spouse in 
front of the kids, or 


- friends in public” 


4. If you want your cri- 
ticism to be effective, you 
should make it in the best 
interst of the other per- 
son to change. For exam- 
ple, if you want your teen- 
ager to keep his room 
more orderly, think of a 
reason that will appeal to 
him. Point out that if he 
straightened out his room 
he’d be able to entertain 
friends there, and also be 
able to find his clothes.

The drug, clindamycin, 
works by completely 
knocking out the strepto- 
coccal infection which 
causes recurrent tonsillitis 


something other drugs — 
can’t do, explained Dr.

Although the streptoco- 
coccal infection causes 
only 40 percent of tonsil- 
litis, it’s the most dreaded 
form of the disease — it 
accounts for more than 
threefourths of ali tonsil- 
lectomies and can lead to 
rheumatic fever. 

“This is an exciting new 


approach which is a substi- 
tute for surgery to remove 
tonsils of children with re- 
current tonsilltis,’’ declar- 
ed Dr. Brook, associate 
professor of petiatrics at 
Uniformed Services Uni- 
versity of the Health 
Sciences in Bethesda, Md.
